ALJ Scottifound Respondent guilty of one (1) violation of NRS 624.3016(1) misrepresentation of a
material fact; one (1) violation of NRS 62430f 3(5), as set forth in NRS 624.520(1) failure to provide
Residential Recovery Fund notice to owner; two (2) violations of NRS 624.3011(1)(b)(1) violation of
the building laws of the State; one (1) violation of NRS 624.302(6) failure to comply with a written
request from the Board; one (1) violation of NRS 624.3013(5), as set forth in NRS
624.260(3xa),(b),(c) Ql failed to ensure that the workmanship was commenaurate with the
standard of the trade in general and to acquire the required building permits; one (1) violation of
NRS 624.3013(3) failure to timely establish financial responsibility.
